How a Fort Wayne Man Boxrowed 
. •l«,ooo From an Insolvent 
Bank. 


Mr. C. W. Edwands, secretary and 
manager of the Mutual Insurance com- 
pany, whose offices are intheAldine 
hotel of this oity, is at Cincinnati 
where he is subpcenaed as an important 
"witness for the government in the case 
against ex-Mayor Means ^ d others. 
M^sas was iitBHident of the Metropolitan 
bank which became insolvent. John B. 
DeCamp was vice president, George B. 
Duckworth, one of the directora, and 
C. W. Edwards, now of this city, was 
cashier.^ Just previous to the bank's 
calamity the above officers "borrowed" 
money from the bank crippling the fi- 
nances and causing a failure. 


Mr. C. W. Edwards divulged some 
startling teiMimony during the several 
hours he was on the stand Saturday. 


The Enquirer says: 
"Cashier Ed- 
wards, the principal witness for the^ov- 
emment, had to state that Means had 
paid every dollar he owed, while he (the 
witness) was indebted to the bank to 
the amount of $18,000. 
Edwards was 
subjected to a searching cross-examina- 
tion and left the stand shortly after the 
opening of the afternoon session. 
The 
defense are much gratified over the tes- 
timony of Bank Examiner Sanders. He 
said that Mr. Means told him frankly 
the condition of the bank as he. after- 
ward found it to be, and that his reasons 
for a fictitious increase of the surplus 
wei-e to save the depositors and prevent 
a run on the bank. 
Mr. Sanders ex- 
pressed it as his opinion that had a true 
statement of the bank's '^condition been 
made, it T^feuld have caused its almost 
immediate suspension. Mr. Means' in- 
debtedness had been paid in full after 
the bank had closed its doors and de- 
positors had received every dollar due 
t ^ m with interest. 
It is evident that 
the case is no walk-over for the govern- 
ment and both sides ^ e contesting every 
point. 


"Cashier Edwards resumed his place 
on the witness stand and the cross-ex- 
amination was continued by Mr. Baker. 
He described in detail, in answer to 
questions, the position of the various 
offices of the bank, and his movements 
in going to and from Mr. Means' and 
Mr. DeCamp's rooms and everything 
was fully explained to the jury." 


The witness was led by a series of 
questions to explain the Metropolitan 
pool so far as he knew it. 
He spoke of 
the arrangements between Both, Means, 
Gerke and Duckworth, but he had 
never seen the articles of agreement. 
He admitted that Mr. Means had paid 
up every dollar he owed, and Both, 
Gerke and Duckworth had done the 
same. 


Q. How much of the money of that 
bank did you get? This caused a sen- 
sation. A. About $18,000. 


Q. How much have you paid back? 
A. Some of it. 
Q. How much; tell u8 all about it? A. 
don't remember; the receiver can tell 
you. 


Q. You never put up any collateral 
[orii? A. The receiver knows. 


Q. You helped yourself to so much 
money?

and that the law by which th«y claim 
this prerogative is unconstitutional. 
THE board took the matter under ad- 
visement and decided to reject the ap 
plication for license. 


THE almost total deistruction by fire of 
the Monongahela house, at Pittsburg, 
Thursday, recalls many incidents of the 
historic old house. Many great men of 
the century have been entertained there 
in the past, among them Webster, Cal- 
houn, Clay, Lincoln, Grant, and Mc- 
Clellan, and hosts of other celebrated 
characters.

NDHO^ pofpocationa tbat were not earn- 
I^JING with their oonitraotsas to the dia- 
podtion of lands; oalled for the free 
coinage ol GBLD AND^ silver, and an 
amendment to the law which permitted 
loans to banks on bonded security of 
money at 1 per cent., while the farmer 
was obliged to pay 8 and 10 per ceiit. ; 
favoring the PAYMRAT of the public debt 
as rapidly as possible; opposing bonds 
as the basis for loans, and reiterrted the 
argument against the national banking 
system and in favor of the greenback 
doctrine. Taxes onreal estate, mort- 
gages and a graded income tax were de- 
manded. Economy in the management 
of all departments of the government 
was called for, and a special declaration 
was launched against any proposition 
looking to tiie increase of government 
employes' salaries. 


Hhe liquor traffic was opposed in all 
its forms. 


The Hennepin canal project was in- 
dorsed, as was also that of a deep har- 
bor on the gulf coast 


Another resolution was passed recom- 
mending congress to take some action 
to compel the Union and Central Pa- 
cific railroads to pay their debts, and 
objecting to any further extensions of 
time. 


The Australian system of voting was 
enthusiastically indorsed. 


The resolution on the tariff was as 
fellows: 


Besolved, That we favor such revision 
and reduction of the tariff that the taxes 
may rest as lightiy as possible upon pro- 
ductive labor, and that its burdens may 
bs imposed upon the luxuries and re- 
moved from the necessaries of life, and 
in a manner which will prevent con- 
tinued accumulations in the United 
States treasury. 


The foregoing resolutions were then 
capped by one declaring that the mem- 
bers of the convention would support 
no candidate who did not subscribe to 
the principles enumerated therein.

Julias Dortot Steps in Front of a 
I<oeoniotive»Fearfal Results. 


Last evening when Mr. Julius Doriot 
was wending his way homeward, and 
while crossing the Pittsburg railroad 
TRAC^ at Gay street, near the coal docks, 
he was struck by a locomotive, receiv- 
ing injuries which may prove fatal. 


Mr. Doriot was walking south. He saw 
a freight train approaching from the 
west, and stepping back he placed him- 
self directly in front of Pittsburg fast 
train No. 9 coming in from the east, 
due here at 5:10. 


The roaring of both trains confused 
him so that he was not conscious of his 
precarious position until struck by the 
iron monster and hurled high into the 
air. The man fell out of the way of 
both trains. 
Several witnesees of the 
accident hurried to his side to find him 
unconscious. Streams of blood gushed 
from 
wounds on the head, while 
the left hand was literally stripped of 
flesh. He was borne on a litter to his 
home, 57 Charles street, where almost 
simultaneously Drs. C. B. and George 
Stemen, Dr. J. M. Dinnen and Dr. A. 
J. Kessler appeared but the case was 
tendered to Drs. Stemen, the company 
surgeons. 


The injuries were found to consist of 
two severe scalp wounds, a very bad one 
over one eye, besides the hand de- 
scribed. It is feared there may be in- 
ternal trouble. Should there not be it 
is probable that the man will live, but 
the injured hand may have to be ampu- 
tated. 


Doriot is a hard working respectable 
man, employed as a moulder in the 
Bass shops. He has a wife and family 
of two sons and two daughters. His 
older son Harry is a brakeman on the 
Fort Wayne road and boards at 156 
Wallace street. 


The man was unconscious all night 
from concussion of the brain. About 8 
o'clock this morning he revived enough 
to recognize his family.

Milo Ames, engineer on the Grand 
Bapids road, has a welcome -visitor at 
his home in the person of a bright-eyed 
little baby daughter, who arrived last 
evening. 


The passage of the two-cent-a-mile 
passenger rate in Michigan has resulted 
in the railroads withdrawing all excur- 
sion rates to and from points in the 
that state. 


President J. H. Bass has returned 
from St. Louis, where he has been for a 
week looking after his branch establish- 
ment in that ciiy. While there he con- 
tracted for $250,000 worth of raihroad 
supplies. 


The accident to Jules Dorrit, who was 
struck by a train last evening and badly 
injured, is narrated in our local col- 
umns. Hfr. Porrit is a moulder at the 
Bass works and his legion of friends 
there were pained to hear of his mis- 
fortuné. 


A dog which travels steadily with his 
master in the cab of a Denver and Bio 
Grand locomotive is said to be highly 
valuable in many ways. He can scent 
cattle on the track when they cannot be 
seen and drives them off when they are 
indisposed to get off. 


Employes of the Wabash are agitated 
over the rumor that the officials of the 
road are on a tour of inspection and 
cutting down wages and discharging 
employes. It is stated that salaries 
have been cut down considerably at 
Peru, and a number of employes dis- 
charged. 


The Grand Bapids and Indiana, in 
connection with the "Soo" route, has 
opened a through freight line from Cin- 
cinnati, via Mackinaw City, to St. 
Paul, Minneapolis and the northwest, 
and last week put in effect a through 
tariff as per agreement reached some 
time since by lines in interest. 


The Cincinnati, Wabash and Michi- 
gan, during the twenty years of its ex- 
istence as an indépendent road, never 
ran a Sunday train; now that it has be- 
come a part of the Maokey i^stem it is 
said that Sunday trains are to be inaug- 
urated, much to the regret of both offi- 
cers and men, some of whom even pro- 
pose to resign rather than submit to it. 


Proceedings have been instituted 
against the Penni^lvania railroad com- 
pany, the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and 
Chicago and the Pittsburg, CHndnnati 
and St. Louis raUroad company by the 
Ney York board of trade and transpor- 
tation. The plaintiffs in this case claim 
that the defendants, iii violation of the 
act to regulate commerce, have been 
guilty of unjust discrimination since 
1887 in chfurging their r^^ular tariff 
rates upon property when delivered at 
New York or Philadelphia for transpor- 
tation to Chicago and other western 
points, while cutting for others some- 
times as low as fifty per cent. , 


The state board of health is preparing 
to send notices to the managers of^dl 
roads which pass through Indiana, call- 
ing their attention to the section of In- 
diana statutes regulating the transporta- 
tion of dead bodies of persons who die 
of infectious and contagious diseases. 
Such shipment tends to spread disease 
throughout the oonntty by infecting 
baggage transported in the same car 
with a corpse. The Pennsylvania has 
issued strict orders to agents, to take 
effect January 1, in this connection, and 
positively prohibits the transportation 
of the Ix^es of persons dying of small 
pox, cholera, leproey and typhus and 
yellow fevers.

Druggists were disgusted, not so 
much because th^ would lose money 
but rather from the. embarrassment with 
which they mnst meet their customers 
who desired a Sunday smoke. The 
hotels all did a good cigar bui^iness. 


The druggists were inclined to treat 
the mayor's manifesto with lofty sar- 
casm. One dealer had bis cigar case in 
mourning with this le^^d : ' 'No cigars 
sold on Sunday; by order of the court !" 
Another had the following: "Drop a 
nickel in the slot and read the mayor's 
edict!" Another: "Hewho Must J^ 
Obeyed," and-so on. 


The saloon men were nearly all scared. 
Some few did a locked door business 
and two or three operated under tlie key 
racket. A prominent saloon on Calhoun 
street, where persons were known to 
have slipped in by this means, was quiet 
as a tomb. îlie key hole had been 
plugged by the proprietors.

Fort Wayne Iron works, and the Hor- 
ton Manufacturing company pay their 
employes to-morrow. 


Conductors E. J. Major and A. D. 


Craig, of the Pittsburg, are making 
handsome improvements to their resi- 
dences on Horace street. 


Milo Ames, engineer on the Grand 


Eapids road, has a welcome visitor at 
his home in the person of a bright-eyed 
little baby daughter, who arrived last 
evening. 


The passage of the two-cent-a-mile 


passenger rate in Michigan has resulted 
in the railroads withdrawing all excur- 
sion rates to and from points in the 
that state. 


President J. H. Bass has returned 


from St. Louis, where ho has been for a 
week looking after his branch establish- 
ment in that city. While there he con- 
tracted for 8250,000 worth of railroad 
supplies. 


The accident to Jules Dorrit, who was 


struck by a train last evening and badly 
injured, is narrated in onr local col- 
umns. Mr. Dorrit is a moulder at the 
Bass works and his legion of friends 
there were pained to hear of his mis- 
fortune. 


A dog which travels steadily with his 


master in the cab of a Denver and Eio 
Grand locomotive is said to be highly 
valuable in many ways. He can scent 
cattle on the track when they cannot be 
seen and drives them off when they are 
indisposed to get 
off. 


Employes of the Wabash are agitated 


over the rumor that the officials of the 
road are on a tour of inspection and 
cutting down wages and discharging 
employes. 
It is stated that salaries 


have been cut down considerably at 
Peru, and a number of employes dis- 
charged. 


The Grand Eapids and Indiana, in 


connection with the "Soo" route, has 
opened a through freight line from Cin- 
cinnati, via Mackinaw City, to St. 
Paul, Minneapolis and the northwest, 
and last week put in effect a through 
tariff as per agreement reached some 
time since by lines in interest. 


The Cincinnati, Wabash and Michi- 


gan, during the twenty years of its ex- 
istence as an independent road, never 
ran a Sunday train; now that it has be- 
come a part of the Maokey system it is 
said that Sunday trains are to be inaug- 
urated, much to the regret of both offi- 
cers and men, some of whom even pro- 
pose to resign rather than submit to it. 


Proceedings have been instituted 


against the Pennsylvania railroad com- 
pany, the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and 
Chicago and the Pittsburg, Cincinnati 
and St. Louis railroad company by the 
Ney York board of trade and transpor- 
tation. The plaintiffs in this case claim 
that the defendants, in violation of the 
act to regulate commerce, have been 
guilty of unjust discrimination since 
1887 in charging their regular tariff 
rates npon property when delivered at 
New York or Philadelphia for transpor- 
tation to Chicago and other_ western 
points, while cutting for others som§- 
times as low as fifty per cent. 


The state board of health is preparing 


to send notices to the managers of all 
roads which pass through Indiana, call- 
ing their attention to the section of In- 
diana statutes regulating the transporta- 
tion of dead bodies of persons who die 
of infections and contagious diseases. 
Such shipment tends to spread disease 
throughout tho country by infecting 
baggage transported in the same car 
with a corpse. The Pennsylvania has 
issued strict orders to agents, to take 
effect January 1, in this connection, and 
positively prohioite the transportation 
of the bodies of persons dying of small 


pox, cholera, leprosy and typhns and 
yellow fevers.

their orders and Saturday evening each 
officer called on the saloon-keepers and 
the dealers who dispense tobacco in any 
form, notifying them to that effect. 


The chief executive's 
order was 


pretty thoroughly obeyed, but there 
were several saloons with wide open 
doors, where drinks were sold under 
the guise of "tea" and "coffee" at lunch 
tables.
